'P LYSTERS are given in moſt 
I Caſes in the Head; for it often 
happens, that the Feces, ſticking in 
the Rectum, do bear upon the Di- 
viſion of the - Iliack Arteries. and 
Veins, and by ſo doing they hinder 
the Deſcent of the Blood to the low- 
er Parts; ſo that whilſt they are 
depri v'd of the Influence, the upper 
Parts are overloaden; and therefore 
in ſuch a Caſe, an emollient Glyſter is 
abſolutely requir'd; for thus the 
Blood-Veſſels will. equally circulate 
their Fluids into the various Ramifi- 
cat ions. Tis upon this Head alſo uſe- 
ful in Frenzies; becauſe not only the 
Feces are render'd ſoft; but alfo the 
Giyſter, lodging in the Inteſt ines for 
ſiome Time, ſerves as a Fotus to them, 
. relaxes their Coats; and thus all 
the Blood-Veſſels, and all the Tunic, 
being relax d, more Blood and Juices 
will circulate in them than before; 
whence other Parts, particularly of 
the upper Region, will be unloaden, 

and the Deliria, depending upon this
